Re: Information on correspondence vjith prisoners 

On April 20th I returned from a threc-v;eek trip to 
Laos and North Vietnam. In North Vietnam I spoke 
with officials responsible for communication betvieen 
pilots he3.d in detention there and their families 
here. The following: information was emphasized to 
me by the North Vietnamese authorities and we are 
anxious to make sure that you are av;are of it: 

1) The Vietnamese recommend that families use the 
8ir“letter form (enclosed) for correspondence. 

2) Communication to pilots should be limited to 
matters of family and health, 

3) Pilots are allovied to receive one letter per 
month and one package every other month (not 
over six pounds in weight). 


•staff Detention Camp authorities have said that they do not 

wish to receive several letters and/cr packages per 
month for a given pilot from different members of the 
same family. Families should make arrangements for 
alternating letters each month if different members 

want to write. 

The North Vietnamese authorities indicated that, from this point 
forward, they will not feel responsible for forwarding letters and 
packages that do not adher to the above. 


If the letter form is mailed directly it can go in another envelope 
but the mail route, "via Moscow, U.S.S.R.," should definitely be in- 
cluded in the address. If letters are sent to the Committee of Liaison 
for forwarding please enclose but do not affix stamps as we send letter 
on in packets. The Committee cannot forward packages for families. 

While I was in Hanoi, Prof, Douglas Dovr' of Cornell University and I 
met with ^hree pilots: Cdr. Robert Schv.eitzer of Lemoore, Coliforn.la; 
Cdr, VJalter V/ilbur of Virginia Beach and Lt. Col. Edison Miller of 
Santa Ana, California, The three men vjerc in good health, and said 
they had daily exercise and reading material. The three pilots ad- 
vised us that they had been getting letters and packages from their

and asked that pa charges include toilet articles and canned 
foods. In particular they mentioned soap, shavlii^r cream (no razors 
or blades), toothpaste, pev/dered milk and cream, instant coffee and 
non-meltinr: candy. They said they do not need clothes. 



Also, in my discussions with the Vietnam Committee of Solidarity 
v;ith the American People, the Committee of Liaison^ s contact in Forth 
Vietnam, v;e confirmed that since December over BOO letters Viave been 
sent from Hanoi through the Committee of Liaison, Of those, 156 
letters are still on their v;ay from Hanoi to families here. 

Vie hope that this information clarifies some aspects of correspondence 
for you. If you have any further questions please do not hesitate 
to contact us.

On Sunday morning, October 12, 1569, I turned the letters over to 
>b*. Dang Tnai Toan, a staff member of the Vletn;y Corrrdttae (the 
CoTOTtlttee responsible for the hospitality), A few hours later I 
left for a three-nay tour of the proxu-nces. ^en I returned to Hanoi 
I cskod ^b•. Toan what happened to the letters. He told me he had given 
to those military authorities responsible for U.S. prisoners. He 
«dded that h® knew who the proper authorities were, since cn earlier 
iKicasions he had given them mail for pi’ls oners.

Providing I roach HeTicn,. I hope tc turn over to the appropriate 
au iicrities all the letrer? I ar. carr/i:;f. If this proves im- 
possible, I p.lan to give tr.er. to o':hr-r responsible officials in 
the DRVIj. At any rate, I will do ry best to see the mail reaches 
the men. 


I am vet^’’ sorry I cannot answer your letter personally, or better 
^ :t. talk with you at least by pnone . But the number of peopj^e 
involved has made this impossible . Please accept rry sincere con- 
cern for the hardships these past months must have brought you. 
Part of the tragedy of this war is that so many people, like your- 
self, are suffering so much... on all sides. 

After I return from Viet Nam, I hope to get in touch with you 
again to let you know how things have worked out.

I ejn vriting to bring you up^to-datc on n:^'’ recent efforts to return 
to ’the Diriocrotic Republic of Viot Kam, about which I wro^e to you in 
niy lettor of July 25, 1969* 

I have returned to tho United States after spending the last thjree 
weeks attempting to nf.i;e air- connections to Hanoi where I hope to 
deliver the 'open heart S'urgery supplies and to deliver the letters 
I have for the American prisoners of war being detained In'- the DliVN. 

Unf ortunately . the flooding of the Kekong and Red Rivers has necossitated 
j-opfi'Cted ct:iCt?ll£tion of flig'its and has r.ad-s it iripot-cibio for the autho: 
itics in tho IP.TO to roceivo me. In addition, ths death of Fresidoat Ho 
Chi Mirdi of the I'RV!; hac re qvj.ro d ths.n t-c dircou their attentions to 
crrangements for his stats funeral. 

After conversations which I had vdth ERVN representatives in both Cam- 
bodia and Laos, we agreed th I sho'jld postpone 17 - ■ return to Hanoi 
luitij October. Accoimngly , I have nov; returned to the United States 
to J-f*sirrio ry academic responsibilities and plan to return to South- 
east Asia in October. The exact date of ny return reraains to be con- 
finned. 

I very much regret that at this point I cannot report that I have bsen 
eble to deliver tho letters for prisoners of war to the appropriate 
rathorities in the BP.VI^, but I hope to be able to report this to you 
After October when I have coitpleted ity irdsston.
